The patient and industrious agricultur- 
ist has reaped a bountiful harvest, for 
which he Inis found a satisfactory market. 

The auriferous grounds have yielded uii 
their precious treasures liberally to the 
persevering miner; and if our quartz ledi;- 
03 have disappointed expectations forineil 
at the beginning of the year, it cannot be 
denied that they give increasing proiniac 
of future wealth. 

The yield of our coal mines consider- 
ably exceeds that of any previous year, 
while the fishing and lumber industries 
continue to flourish and expand. 

Our seal Ashing industry received a 
rude check by tho high-htinaed acts com- 
mitted under another Hag in Bohring Sea, 
inflicting serious loss upon enterprising 
oitinens. 

I have caused representations to be 
made upon the subject, and there is every 
reason to believe that the action taken by 
llio Imperial Government will result in 
securing indemnity for the post and tho 
peaceable enjoyment of our rights in the 
future. 

The loan authorized by you has been 
negotiated on satisfactory terms, and it is 
highly gratifying to find our bonds bear- 
ing fourand a half percent, interest quoted 
in the English market at a oonaidunible 
premium. 

The establishment of a Battery of Do- 
minion Artillery, after long delay, is 
matter for satisnictinn ; but much remains 
to bo done in order to place the Province 
ill a proper state of defoiico, and 1 have 
no doubt repi.'oseutationH made al Ottawa 
will secure the early attaiiiniont of tiiat 
iinportinit object. 

In consequence of serious discontent 
amongst certain Indian tribes in Kooteiiay 
and on the North- West Coast, acting in 
conjunction with tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, I sent Coinmissionurs to confer iiiul 
treat with tho disaflectod bands. Tho 
papers connected with these missions will 
be laid before you. 

At the requeab of the Douiiuiun Gov- 
ernment, I commissioned one of my Min- 
isters to proceed to Ottawa for the pur- 
pose of discussing sovernl questions of 
public'iniportauce. The papers connected 
with thitt mission wilt also bo pLtced be- 
fore you. 

In the case of the ownership of the 
precious metuls within the Railway Belt, 
referred tu the Supter^ie Court of Oaniidu, 
the Judges (although not unanimous) have 
decided adversely to the claims of the 
Province, and tho necessary stops are be- 
ing taken fiu' an appeal tu the judiciid 
committee of Her Majesty's Privy Coun- 
cil. 

At tho opening of last Session you were 
informed by my predecessor that prelimi- 
nary steps had been taken against 
tho sureties of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company, for failure 
to fulfil tho agreement for exten- 
gitjii of the railway to Coal Harbor and 
English Bay. Legal proceedings fur tho 



recovery of the amount of the bond aro 
still pending. 

Ill cou.nequence of the failure of the 
"Columbia ond Kootonay Railway and 
Transportation Company" to comply with 
the tonus of their aiireiiinent, the casii du- 
jiosit iiiiido ttiiilor thu Act lias boon for- 
foitud, ;ind now forms part of tho Consol- 
iditled KeviMuio of the Province, and tho 
Act incorporating the cnmpany is now 
null and void. 

While .the past year nH'ords much cause 
For coiigmtulation, I cannot take leave of 
its record witlidttt I'oi'orriii;,' to tho terri- 
lilo colliory calamity wliicli liofcl Xaiiiii- 
iiKj, whoroby lliat inqKirtaiit comiuuiiity 
was suddenly [iltitigod into deepest mourn- 
ing, and a largo miiiibur of families bereft 
of^tlieir In'cad-wiiiiuiis. 

Yju will bo asked to sanction a contri- 
bution m.ide from tlie public treasury to- 
wards a fund for the relief of those ren- 
dered destitute by that dire calamity. 

It .•:vlso bocffuos my painful duty to re- 
fer to a similar, though, fortunately, less 
dustriictivn, ealaiiiity wliicli bofol one of 
tho Wulliiigtnii cnllicrios on Tuesday last, 
risiilliir^ in scriiitis l(i:,Hof lil'u. 

It will ruiiiaiu for yuu to consider 
whether additional legislative safeguards 
cannot be thrown around our hardy and 
industrious coal minors. 

In resiionso lo certain roiuesentatioiis, 
I atithoi'i/.od a .Special Coiumi.ssioiiorto pro- 
ceed to the Jlother Cmttitry, with a view 
to ascertain whether a practicable soliomo 
could not be devised for tlic imrpose of 
promoting a limited emigration from the 
north of Scotland of carefully selected 
liahermon, from among the class common- 
ly known as '•(^rufloi s, " and who, it is bc- 
lievi'il, would bu eiiiiiicntly adapted for 
tho dcvoliiptiii'iit of our sea lisliorius. 'J'iiis 
has hcoii dtinu without entailing any 
cliar^e itpoti the public rcvetiuo, and you 
will piiibildy bo invited to consider how 
far Ktich a scheme may. he practicable. 

It i.s noiv more than twenty years 'since 
the ciiiistitiitioii of thu Dominion was 
fiiiinud and brotiiilit into actual opeialitui. 
It may bo advisiiblc fur ymi to coiisider 
whether piactic:i.l expciieiice of its work- 
ing fur nearly ii (|uarter of a century litis 
not rovuiiled defects in that constitution 
ivhicli it \MJuld be alike in the interest of 
I he Province and of Confederation to have 
remedied. 

Tho subject of irrigating the soil in 
the extensive dry region oust of the Cas- 
cades is one of vor^' grciit ini|>ortaiice, 
and it, iiitiy ho well to consider whether 
the iirtesiaii well system could not bu 
resorted to with advantage. 

You cannot fail to be impressed with 
the importance of tho Shuswa}) and 
Uktmagiin Railway; the necessity for thu 
early construction of a railwtiy connectiii',' 
the great iiiinural rciioii of Cariboo witli 
tlio Canadian Piicilic line; and tho desir- 
ableness of extend iiig thu Ksi|niiiialt and 
Nanaimo Railway to the northern end of 
Vancouver Island. 

For tho first of these works you have 
already made liberal provision, and it 
only remains for the Dominion Parlia- 
iiiciit to extend to it that ;i8sislancu 
which thu Province has a right to oxiiect. 
Kxjiloratory surveys for tho Cariboo 
Railway and for extension of the Island 
Railway have been inado, reports of 
which will be submitted. 

The Commissioners appointed to con- 
aolidate and revise the Provincial .Statutes 
have neiirly completed their labours. 
Tlieit reiMirt will be placed before you in 
the course of thu session, and Bills em- 
bodying stiggcstcd iiiipruvenieiitH submit- 
ted. 

Amongst other measures to ,be submit- 
ted are, a Bill for constituting a County 
Court with limited jurisdiction in ciimin- 
;d ni.-itters; !i Bill coiiRtittiting a Court for 
the consideration of Crown Casus Reserv- 
ed; ii Bill for increasing the etticiency of 
the County Courts; and a Dill to regulate 
the is.suing of wholesale liquor licenses in 
rural districts. ^ 

Tile Pnbiie .-Vccouiits will be laid before 
you, and Estimates for the Public Service 
during the next year will he siibtuitteil 
for your coiisider;iti<ui. 

In leaving you to your d'alilicratiotis, 1 
pray that you may lie directed by the .Sii- 
preiiio Ruler in your elliiits lo promole 
tho bust interests of tho Prciviiicu.

has espoused the cauae of the unfortunate 
soldier and dependents of a deceased sol- 
Jier, anil in a very rightefua bill seeks to 
remove the obstacles above enumerated, 
which preve/it the admission of many 
lueritjrious claims. His bill provides 
that the mere fact of being .•iccc]>tuil and 
mustered into the service shall be conclu- 
sive evidence of the soldier's soundness. 
At present the penaiun. oiiice is obliged at 
times to take the illogical position of say- 
ing to an old soldier, "You were diseased 
when you entered the service, and al- 
though the disease may have been aggra- 
vated 111 the service, you tire not entitled 
to iiensioii." Tliu bill under eonsidora- 
tion will also simplify tho proof of "con- 
tinuance" and provide in addition that 
dependents shall be given a pension 
without being required to prove that 
the soldier's death was due lo a disability 
contracted' in the service and in line of 
duty. This bill is one in which a great 
many vetertins now resident in Caiuuhi 
are deeply interested because it will if 
I'lassed practically re-open hundreds of 
cases which have been rejected on these 
grcmiids. It ought to pass and there is 
happily reason to believe that it will. 

It ia now upwards of six weeks since 
Congress waa opened, and nothing has 
been done save the iituning of the coiii- 
uiittees and the delivering of two speeches 
on tho tariff. Senators Sherman and 
Voorliees have had the first bout, and 
partizjins and umpires each contend that 
their man got tliu beat of it.

GLAUSTOiNE'S CIRCULAR LETTER 

iVnticipates an Important Discussion on the 
Opeuiiijj of i'tirliament.

BISHOP ON SPIRITUALISM. 

He Senonnccs All Mediums as Unmitigated 
Frandp., and Proposes to Kxpose Their 
Tricks. 

Mr. Washington Irving Bishujp, the 
mind reader, on being asked what he 
thought of spiritualism, said: 

Concerning the question of any spirit- 
ualistic influence in my experiments 1 
will say that any assertions to that effect 
are thoroughly false. For twenty years I 
have been anxiously waitiug to see the 
medium who can convert me, and I am 
willing to pay §5,000 to learn. If I found 
one thing true in spiritualism and many 
tbiiiga false I give credence to the truth; 
but I have yet to find the thinnest sub- 
;si:ratum of truth. In expoaiiig the tricks 
f the "spirit mediums" the only thing 
that will discover fraud is the severe hand 
of liie (iurgeon. In unmasking the fradu- 
lent it is not common sense you need, but 
common impudence. In examining tho 
manifestations of spiritualism, physical 
ind ment'd, a method of reasoning known 
as reasoning by way of exclusion — most 
familiar to physicians in diagnosing dis- 
easea— is to be used, by which it is to bo 
issumed'that the manifestations are not 
to be regarded as spiritual, provided 
thoy civn be physically or physiologically 
accounted for. Immaterial agencies are 
not to be invoked until material agencies 
fail; and by way of interjection 1 must 
that the princip.al objection I have to 
accepting the statementa of spiritualiEts, 
sensible and able though they may be in 
other respects, yet by some monttil ob- 
liquity they argue as regards two mani- 
festfitioiis: "I do dot know how these 
things are done, therefore they are spirit- 
ual in their origin," which is as reasonable 
as .sjiyiiig Mr. Ruakin did not write "The 
lieatliuii Chinee," neither did Thomas 
Oiirlyle; therefore it waa written by the 
Earl of Beaconsfleld. 

The plienoiiieiia of spiritualism are of 
two classes, physical and mental. To the 
first belong tho niiinifeabitions produced 
by rapping, writing, drawing, iiiaterailiz- 
ing, jdiotojraphic and the like mediuma. 
The develojnneiit of tliia elasa of persons 
is an outgrowth of the theories of spirit- 
ualism and is to be the more deplored be- 
cause these are the people who make 
spiritualism best known to tho public at 
large, and by their astonishing marvels 
lead many who have seen certain meiitid 
lihenomena to confound the two as to 
their connection, origin, and to ettribute 
both to the region of the supernatural. 

THE MEHIU.MS. 

Now, it is not fair to reason that becimsu 
one of these "phantom tamborine- whang- 
ing gentry" is u.xposed, all aro humbugs; 
but when oiiu after another, aliiiosv us 
rapidly as they spring up, are cut down 
!ind exposed as frauds, surely it is not 
unreasonable, to say the least, to declare 
the whole tribe of profossionid mediums 
to be mure jugglers and ti'icksters, who 
are obtaining menej' under false pre- 
tenses from credulous dupes; and I trust 
that my stalem'-'nt v.ill have seine weight 
whenl say that itniay l^assumcd that there 
ia no medium giving physical manifesta- 
tions who ia not a fraud and a swindler; 
and this 1 say with boldness, because 1 
havo spent a series of years and much 
money in investigating and exposing 
these jieople — having exposed every me- 
dium who would allow 1110 to see them, 
and tho records of tho courts of New 
York, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, 
as well as the attestation of the leading 
lawyers, doctors and divines of the Unit- 
ed States, will bear me out in my Bt,ate- 
meiits. 

On Mondaj' evening at the Masonic hull 
I will perform some of tho most wondoi- 
ful cabinet tricks that havo ever been at- 
tempted, and I can assure you thoy avo 
simply tricks, and done without the aid 
of any spirituid power; and when theyaie 
explained to you, you will be very much 
astonished to see how simple they are.

excell'eni; ^oaUli aiid rotvd the speech fruin 
tho Throne in a clear and impressive 
maniior. It "was a longtliy and interestinir 
documunt, foreshadowing much important 
legislation. It was satisfactory to be 
assured by 1 1 is Honor tliat tin- 
public revenue cunt in ties to increase 
and that the waste places of 
tho Px'ovince are fust beiii^i populated liy 
a desirable class of settlers. The boun- 
teous harvest of tho year and the do 
velopnient of quartz mining were touched 
upon, while it was announced that the 
coal yield, and tho fishing and lumber in- 
dustries were in a much healthier condi- 
tion than during any previous year.

swer to idl the lanientatioas HI) freely in- 
dulged iu during the [last few days. "U' 
Battery's presenci.' as a guard of liouoi 
was fitting ill coujiinetiiin with Ilis Hon- 
or's roiu.arks on its esdal.dislinieiiL here, 
while tho aniKiunceiueut that representa- 
tions were being made to Ihu Dominion 
Government with a view to placing the 
defences of the Province on a better foot- 
ing will no doubt commend itself to 
the i)ooplo of British Columbia. Tliepaiiers 
connected with the niiasiou of Messrs. 
Cornw.all and I'lantti to Kootenay, wliicli 
will be laid before the House, will prob. 
ably show tliat the Commissioners were 
mast successful in their labors. It will 
be reineiiibered that the Provincial Sec. 
rotfiry went to Ottawa during the year in 
connection with matters between tho two 
Governments. The .papers which will be 
brought down during the session will no 
doubt disclose the fact that his visit was 
in tho highest degree satisfactory. The 
resolve of the Government to appeal to 
the Privy Council in the case of tho 
owiiorshii> of the jirecious metals within 
the railway belt will commend itself to 
the country. The deci.sion of the Supreuie 
Court .1 tidges was not unanimous, audit 
is believed there is good ground for re- 
versing the judgment.

Tho cash deposit made by the Coltimbia 
and Kootenay Bailway and Transpiirttv- 
tion Company under tho Act has been 
forfeited and now furnis an agreeable ad- 
dition to tho Consolidated Keventio; the 
Act inciirptirnting tho company becomes 
null and void. The Nanaimo and Well- 
ington disasters each earned a para- 
graph, and tho (joverniuent's interest iu 
the deserving miners is aeon by legislation 
foreshadowed for their safeguard. The 
Crofter niovomenfc is referred to at length 
and tho iunnigration of that hardy class 
of people has apparently occupied tho 
earnest attention of the Executive. Do- 
focte in tlie constitution of the Dominion, 
apparent after twenty years of working, 
will be discussed in tho Hoiiae to tho end 
that they be remedied. Tho subject of 
irrigating tho soil in the dry country east 
of tho CaBcades; the iinportanue of tho 
Shuswap and Okantigan railway; tho 
necessity of the construction of tho Cari- 
boo railway; the desirability of ox- 
tuiiding tlie Esquimiilfc and Naiiaiino rail- 
way to tho Nmiheni and of tlie Island 



aeceinpliahineiit. Among the im'Hsnres 
mentioned in tho speech as likely to come 
before the House are bills constituting 
County Courts with limited jurisdiction in 
criminal matters; constituting a Court for 
tho consideration of Crown Cases reserv- 
ed; iin.reasmg the etiiciency of the County 
Court, and regulating the isaiiiiig of 
wholesale hquor licenses in rural districts. 
On the whole, the speech seems to have 
b'een jireparod with a view to advancing 
the best interests of British Columbia and 
the (.Ipposition will have little reason to 
tind fault with the bill of fare which has 
been laid bsforo thoiii. It is highly credit- 
able to the liberal and progressive policy 
of the Administration. 



P110TECTIN& SHIPPING INTERESTS 

Senator ]''rye luis announced his inteii- 
tieii of introducing three bills for tho 
purpose of subsidizing Amorioan mail 
steamers. The first of those bills will 
ompo>v«r; the United States postmaster- 
general to make ten years' contracts with 
.American iron steamshij) owners for the 
t ransport - of foreign mails, at a cost not 
oxcueding $5,000,000 per year by vessels 
built iu accordance with government spee- 
ilicationa and owned entirely by citizens 
of the I'nited States. The second bill 
appropriates 500,000 per aiintnu for a 
]ierii)il of ten years fur iiinil ser\ ico to be 
reuiU'ied by .Viuorii.ni built and owned 
ve:;sL-ls. two litths to lines on the Atlantic 
coast north of Philadelphia, two fifths to 
lines south of I^hiladelphia and ; tho ra- 
niaining fifth to Uiioa from the Pacific 
coast. The i' tlurd. biir provides for the 
compensation of American vessels engag- 
ed in the mail service, at the rate of 50 
cents por mile oach way, the wholi 
aiiioinit of such eomiiensatioii not to ex 
ceed the subsidies of the foreign mail scr 
vice. This is subsidizing American ship 
piiig with a vengeance. 



DRCEASBU WIFE'S SISTER. 

The presbytery of St. ,101111, N. B., 
have b}' a vole of eight to four aciniiesced 
iu the iiriiposal of the general assembly 
of the I'i'e.sbyteriaii climeb of Canada to 
juiieiul the confession of f.aitli by f:trikin 
out these words: 

"The man may nut many any of his 
wife's kindred nearer in blood than he 
may of his own, nor the woman of her 
husband's kindred nearer in blood than 
her own. CHiap. .\.Kiv., sect. A." 

Such marriages are Lawful iu Canada by 
[larliainontary enactment, but the cburoh- 

have thus far declined to sanction their 
Solemnization by their clergymen. It is 
therefore necessary to secure the services 
of a clergyman by special dispensation in 
the Roman Catholic church or else by de- 
ception where the services of a Protest- 
ant cleigynian were required. The Pres- 
byterian ehtirch baa moved in the matter 
by submitting the above ainendment to 
tho various presbyteries throiiglunit the 
Doininioa for tlioir apjiroval or rejection. 
A majority of tho presbytery of St. John 
have decided to Vote with the great ma- 
jority.

nevd.od. Kven the v,-Ci'.Uhiest and most 
e.:l '.ii v;;\'ant do not lind it necessary to 
employ in-iv;ite arinorcr.si, and most .sports- 
men t.ike dolighl in cleaning and putting 
nway tlieir own guns. .Some though, who 
li.AVo groat demands uiion their time either 
liecjuiso of social la- bn.sinoss cares, cannot 
alToi'd or do not care to butlior with tho 
work, and it is for them that this gun 
storage business was begun by the two 
Scotch brothers. 

As iliey are first class workmen and 
very independent, only tho wealthy sports- 
men can afTord to deal with them. They 
have conducted this business for many 
years, and In that time have been associ- 
ated ^vith all the prominent New Yorkers 
of .sijorting i)roclivities and have learned 
a grc:it many of their characteristics.

01 her coinpanios of natives maybe seen 
vigorously beating with sticks the 
branelios, that from having been sjiread 
on tho ground have so dried that the 
glistening crystals f/iU readily upon the 
carpet spread to receive them. The 
crystals are sejiarated from the pieces of 
i»aveM by a sieve, and tlieii llu' manna is 
[iresseil into cakes for use. Tlie nianna is 
in great demand among these Oriental 
Cln i sl ians. As wo were traveling through 
a rather dry region tho article came in 
play for our plain repasts."— Frank 
Leslie's.
